The Hill-Moffett Case. 


The litigation in connection with the 


election for supervisor m Blue Mound 
ownship, wherein Robert Hill was tha 
plaintiff, and E. R. Moffett the defend- 
ant, terminated in the county court this 
orenoon by Judge Nelson declaring the 
ilection a tie between the two candidates. 
Che judges, us heretofore stated, on the 
night, of the election gave Moffett 225 
/otes and Hill 224 votes. Hill, the con- 
testant, at the trial convinced the court 
that one ballot was improperly counted 
or Moffett and that Kriedler had voted 
illegally for Moffett, thus cutting down 
Moffett's total to 223. One the other 
land Moffett presented evidence satis- 
actory to the court that Mr. Lynch had 
voted illegally for Hill. The Lynch bal- 
ot, on the finding of the court, was 
thrown out, leaving a total of 223 votes 
or Hill. This leaves no election for su- 
pervisor in Blue Mound township, and 
consequently the tie will have to be de- 
cided by Moffett and Hill casting lots in 
the presence of Judge Nelson. It is ar- 
ranged that the two candidates who have 
oeen striving for the honors and emolu- 
ments of the office of supervisor shall 
appear in court on Saturday of this week 
and decide which one shall hold the office 
ay casting lots in such manner as the 
iourt may direct. 


Decree Against the Wabash. 


An important decree by Judge Gresham 


carrying out still further his famous de- 
cision in the Wabash case was entered at 
Chicigo Saturday, it having been or- 
dered by him just before his departure 
for the east. The decree 19 in favor of 
the plaintiffs, Brown & Paton, in the 
matter of their claim for rental for the 
use of the Toledo, Peoria & Western 
railway by the receivers of the Wabash. 
The amount of the decree is S257,7'JO. 
Foster & Thompson, of New York, were 
the solicitors for Brown it Paton. A de- 
cree will therefore be entered against the 
receivers for the rent which accrued dur- 
ing their possession of the leased prop- 
erty less 899,571.17, the amount already 
paid as stated, which amount so decreed 
to be due shall be made a charge upon 
the property of the receivership as part 
of the receivership expenses.

A CHANCE BOB INDIGENT DEMOCRATS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 7.—General 


Harrison has received a number of letters 
making inquiry as to the truth of a 
charge made against him, to the effect 
that in a public speech delivered some 
years since he said that "one dollar a day 
was enough for tiny working man." This 
story has been sent all over the country 
in one shape or another, and tens of 
thousands of postal cards containing the 
story have been sent into this state.

In 1837 nndw 
Van Buren, in 1857 under Folk and toil. 
exception, 1873, when the Democrat! 
carried the congress of the United StatM.

THE attempt of the Decatnr apologist 


for the southern ballot bos stutters, to 
compare the Blue Mound election con- 
test with the Democratic methods in 
vogue down south, is a very sickly and 
weak effort. In Blue Mound there is no 
pretense that anybody was prevented 
from voting by intimidation or terrorism. 
"Every qualified voter who offered to vote 
had his ballot deposited and counted. 
Every ballot in the bos was accounted 
for, aud the only questions involved are 
such as might easily urise anywhere, and 
very o'ten do anse where nolwdy is sus- 
pected of a desire to override the popular 
wiH, Was a certain man a legally quali- 
fied voter, or not, and did a certain 
voter intend to scratch off a name from 
his ticket, or not? These are the ques- 
tions at issue between the contestants, 
and they are the only ones. There is 
nobody who charges that either Mr. 
Moffett or Mr. Hill, or the friends of 
either, attempted to overawe or intimid- 
ate any voter, or made any effort to stuff 
the ballot bos or "monkey" with the 
count. Either side to the contest might 
do any or all of the things charged 
against them, respectively, without ren- 
dering anybody liable to the slightest 
punishment. In this regard the Blue 
Mound election differs in some very im- 
portant features from the famous Demo- 
cratic methods adopted in the southern 
states to preserve their political solidity, 
and is also at variance with the plans by 
which Joe Mackin sought to steal a 
United States senatorship, and only got 
a situation in the Joliet penitentiary in- 
stead. It is also different from the frauds 
en account of which the state of Indiana 
is now entertaining a epnple of distin- 
guished Democrats in its penitentiary, 
and bears no comparison to the noted 
cases in Ohio which certain managing 
Democrats sought to sqnelch by nomin- 
ating Allen G. Thunnan for vice-presi- 
dent.

The Tariff and "Trusts." 


Horn* Market Club. 


The men who have assumed the tack of 


tearing down the barriers by which our 
markets are defended, and better returns 
for labor insured, seem determined to 
make the policy of protection odious by 
falsely charging it with responsibility 
for every unpopular condition which the 
business of the country experiences. 


Among the more recently discovered 


evils of a protective policy to which these 
free trade advocates point is the alleged 
fostering of "trusts." But here, as else- 
where, facts axe against them, as will be 
seen by a glance at history, past and 
present. 
"Trusts," or ''pooh?," or combinations 


by whatever name, are far from being 
modern contrivances for controlling 
prices, and are by no means confined to 
the United States. In fact the "trust" 
of to-day is of English origin; and unfor- 
tunately for the free trade advocate's 
purpose, did not come into prominence 
in England until 1848—two years after 
the adoption by that nation of her exist- 
ing free trade policy. This combination 
was in the tin mining district of Corn- 
wall and Devonshire, and was intended 
to Fiff ect the price of metal on which there 
was no tariff. 


Coming down to the present: the great 


copper "trust," which recently succeeded 
in carrying up prices to an unprecedented 
figure, originated in France, where there 
are no copper mines to protect. England 
to-day has a coal oil trust, though no oil 
wells, and no tariff on coal oil. Canada, 
lite ourselves, has a sugar trust, while 
allowing sugar to enter her ports free of 
duty. Here in the United States oui 
most formidable "trust" is the Standard 
Oil Company with coal oil on the free 
list. (It rnaj be well to remember that 
the present Secretary of the Navy is a 
member of this Standard Oil combina- 
tion). Then, again, we have the Coffee 
"trust," which has succeeded in mate- 
rially increasing the price of coffee within 
the past year and a half, while every one 
who cares to inquire knows that coffee 
has been on the free li=t since 1873. 


In the face of facts like these, it is 


daily charged that "tru?ts"—inherited 
from England, and flourishing as never 
before under the present pro-British ad- 
ministration—are an outgrowth of the 
American protective policy. The game 
free trade advocates, with unabashed in- 
consistency, charge against a protective 
tariff that it materially increases the 
prices of protected products. This, if 
true, would operate to render combina- 
tions all the more difficult, by requiring 
increased capital for holding and arbi- 
trarily forcing up the prices of commodi- 
ties. "The real truth is that all these 
commercial combinations, like those be- 
tween railroad managers, are verj little, 
if at all, affected by customs laws; and 
the evils with which they threaten the 
country are to be averted by national 
and state legislation, rendering all com- 
binations more difficult, and keeping 
every business avenue open to untram- 
melled competition. This appeal of free 
trade advocates to the general prejudice 
against ''trusts" but betrays the absence 
of facts and arguments in support of the 
unpatriotic policy they have espoused, 
and will deceive none but the unthink- 
ing. 


THE celebration of the anniversary of 


the battle of Gettysburg, which was par- 
ticipated in by the soldiers of ten or a 
dozen different states, called together a 
large number of the most eminent men 
of the nation, but the President of she 
United States was not among them. He 
had not been neglected in the distribu- 
tion of invitations, and there was no ex- 
pectation that politics would interfere to 
mar the harmony of the occasion. But 
Mr. Cleveland did not attend; he plead 
the pressure of public "duties." He did 
not go fishing, he was just too busy, with 
all that that implies. It has been one of 
the phansaical claims of Mr. Cleveland, 
ever since he was struck by lightning, 
that he is a slave to duty as no other man 
ever was before. He would like to enjoy 
himself as other folks do, but he heaves 
a long and deep sigh (always in public) 
as he says that his official duties keep 
him so busily employed, keep his nose 
down so close to the grindstone, as it 
were, that he finds it utterly impossible 
to take the recreation he so much de- 
sires and needs. If the ubiquitous La- 
ment, Mr. Cleveland's vade-mecum, al- 
ways told the truth he might give us a 
better insight into the President's daily 
life than the public can catch from the 
oft-repeated plaint of His Fatness. 


THEP.E is no need to make any con- 


cealment of the Republican plan of cam- 
paign.
